zied outbursts emotion, but the 
tranquil and steady dedication 

believe that the lofty ideals just 
expressed are better exemplified 
any group public servants than 
the health worker. 

believe that, among physicians, 
health officers are second none 
their sacrificial commitment the 
service mankind. 

With such lofty ideals have just 
been expressed, obvious that 
health workers are following the 
steps ‘‘the giants old.’’ 

public servants rendering spe- 
cialized services broad field 
diversified programs are admired 
and respected many, misunder- 
stood some, trusted many, dis- 
trusted few. 

some are progressive leaders 
with vision for the future; others 
are starry-eyed visionaries whose 
impractical schemes should dis- 
couraged. 

some represent the tangible 
effort society protect itself 
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against death from pestilence; 
others are evil and insidious 
seeking enslave the mind 
man and destroy basic human 
rights. 

But, these things they are, 
have come feel through the years 
that are neither saint nor sinner 
but have some the qualities each. 

years close association 
with health officers have found them 
generally practical men af- 
fairs. such live workaday 
world problems, pressures, 
budgets serious, conscientious, pa- 
tient, responsible and devoted public 
servants. the same time that our 
feet are set firmly the ground, 
our heads are some unpretentious 
cloud. dream better day and 
work optimistically and without ceas- 
ing for its accomplishment. see 
new horizons every side, and their 
challenge renews our interest and 
stimulates greater efforts. 

All these things have seen with 
own eyes and all them believe.

The 
final report this committee was 
published 1954 and recommended 
the unification the city and county 
health departments into 
health department. 

February, 1955, the board 
supervisors appointed committee 
study the details considered 
the two governing bodies for the 
merger. 

February, 1956, the new Sacra- 
mento County Health Center, 2221 
Stockton Boulevard was completed 
and occupied both the city and 
health departments.

State Experiences Second 
Low Encephalitis Year 


Nineteen cases mosquito-borne 
encephalitis have been reported the 
State Department Public Health 
this year, which were Western 
equine and six St. Louis. The 
dence all types acute 
litis was low for the second year 
though, slightly higher than last year, 

total 496 cases all types 
encephalitis were reported this year 
compared 374 last year. this 
total, 234 followed mumps 
tion 49, measles 10, chicken pox; 18, 
other infections; 19, were mosquito 
borne and 166 the type was 
termined. 

The cases mosquito-borne en- 
cephalitis were scattered over 
counties. The cases followed the usual 
age distribution pattern with the 
Western equine infection 
the very young and lesser ex- 
tent adults, while none the St. 
Louis infections children 
under one year age. Once again 
most the cases were reported the 
months August and September. 

Only the Western equine virus was 
isolated from mosquitoes. One thous- 
and forty-seven pools mosquitoes 
were tested the Viral and Rick- 
ettsial Disease Laboratory with the 
following results negative West- 
ern equine, 140; virus, 16; 225 
tests are still incomplete. 

Six cases encephalitis horses 
have been confirmed laboratory 
examination date. However, incom- 
plete reports from counties have 
reported suspected cases horses.

Lassen County Committee 
Completes Health Study 


Findings and recommendations 
the Lassen County Health Study 
Committee, organized the spring 
1956 were reported the Board 
Supervisors November. The com- 
mittee members represented 
various interests the county, in- 
cluding the medical resources, govern- 
ment, industry, business, community 
organizations, and geographical areas. 

The idea the study was spear- 
headed the Lassen County Tuber- 
and Health Association and 
backed all the physicians the 
county and the Board Supervisors. 
Consultant services organization 
and study method was provided 
the State Department Public 
Health. 

The committee explored hospital 
services, sanitation conditions, disease 
control problems, maternal and child 
health, and needs for public health 
services Lassen County. During the 
period the study the committee 
held six meetings. each meeting 
the members discussed the informa- 
tion which had been gathered the 
subcommittees through field observa- 
tions, interviews, and review rec- 
ords and statistical data. Specialists 
from the State Department Public 
Health, the Cascade Sanatorium, and 
the State Tuberculosis and Health 
Association provided consultation and 
assistance analyzing the informa- 
tion gathered. 

summarizing its findings and 
recommendations, the committee 
stated that feels has obtained 
reasonably accurate picture the 
important health problems the 
county and the presently available 
health services. Although critical 
health problems were uncovered, the 
committee reported widespread sani- 
tation problems, limited disease con- 
trol services, and indicated need for 
improved hospital services and for 
program for promotion maternal 
and child health. Action has been 
taken two important recommenda- 
tions the committee. One, the 
Board Supervisors has indicated 
will consider contracting with the 
State Department Public Health 
for local public health services. Two, 
steps are being taken establish 
hospital district the county. 
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1956 Poliomyelitis Cases 
Low State, Nation 


Nineteen fifty-six was low polio- 
myelitis year California and across 
the Nation. There were approximately 
one-half many cases the United 
States this year last. California ex- 
perienced the second successive year 
which the poliomyelitis incidence 
was well below the median the pre- 
vious five years. mid-December, 
the number reported cases this 
year about equaled the number re- 
ported 1955, 1,717 compared 
1,768. The five-year median for this 
same period 2,958. 

Approximately percent the 
total number poliomyelitis cases 
and percent the paralytic cases 
have occurred among persons who had 
not been vaccinated. All the de- 
crease the over-all incidence during 
the past two years cannot attrib- 
uted the Salk vaccine since the dis- 
ease has also been lower than usual 
among adults and other nonvacci- 
nated portions the population. 

About 2,500,000 Californians, pri- 
marily the age group under 20, re- 
ceived least one inoculation and 
these approximately 350,000 com- 
pleted the series three. esti- 
mated that percent, 2,050,000, 
received their second shots. 

Children under five years age 
and young adults had the highest 
proportion poliomyelitis cases this 
year. the disease year progressed 
and more and more children under 
five received vaccinations the percent 
cases this age group fell propor- 
tionately, establishing downward 
trend similar that experienced 
the five nine age group last yéar. 
The proportionate number cases 
the five nine age group remained 
constant low level throughout the 
year. 

The number paralytic cases re- 
ported this year was 1,080 per- 
the total. This slightly 
higher than last year, but, virtually 
the same the five-year median 
percent. Fewer paralytic cases have 
occurred the five nine age group 
this year than last. This the only 
age group that experienced decline 
paralytic cases. estimated that 
from percent children from 
five nine have had least one 
inoculation.
